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Module  2:  Find  the  Courage 

As  students  grow  up  they  will  face  many  situations  that  call  for  courage — both  physical  and  emotional. 
Module  2 explores  several  acts  of  courage— both  the  courage  to  perform  daring  physical  acts  and  the  inner 
courage  to  grow,  change,  and  accept  oneself.  Students  will  examine  a variety  of  texts,  including  poetry,  short 
stories,  a profile,  a personal  essay,  paintings,  diary  entries,  and  a cartoon  strip.  As  they  work  through  the 
lessons,  students  will  discover  some  reading  strategies,  examine  poetic  language,  practise  brainstorming,  do 
some  researching,  and  review  pronouns  and  strong  verbs.  As  well,  they  will  have  the  chance  to  create  their 
own  poetry,  write  a sequel  to  a story,  write  a biographical  profile,  and  create  a personal  narrative. 

Section  1:  Reflections  on  Courage 

Following  are  suggested  ways  you  can  assist  your  student: 

• Section  1 begins  with  a discussion  on  the  meaning  of  courage.  It  would  be  helpful  to  work  through  the 
beginning  of  Lesson  1 with  your  student.  Your  student  should  come  to  the  understanding  that  courage 
can  take  many  forms.  You  might  have  your  student  look  for  articles  in  newspapers  or  on  newscasts 
where  individuals  showed  courage. 


, Notice  on  page  9 of  the  Student  Module  Booklet  the  icon  that  signals  students  to  get  together  with 
" a partner  or  a group.  This  icon  will  appear  from  time  to  time  throughout  this  course.  Because  your 
student  is  working  at  home,  a partner  or  group  may  not  be  readily  available.  If  this  is  the  case,  your 
student  may  be  able  to  communicate  with  others  over  the  telephone  or  through  e-mail.  Alternatively, 
, your  student  can  do  some  of  the  group  work  with  you  or  another  family  member. 


• The  definition  of  conflict  that  appears  in  the  glossary  of  Crossroads  7 suggests  there  are  four  types  of 
conflict — human  versus  nature,  human  versus  society,  human  versus  human,  and  human  versus  self. 
Other  textbooks,  including  the  English  Language  Arts  Handbook,  consider  human-versus-society  conflict 
as  part  of  human-versus-human  conflict.  At  this  point,  the  terminology  is  not  that  important.  What  is 
important  is  that  the  student  recognize  that  conflict  comes  in  different  forms. 

• Encourage  your  student  to  practise  the  reading  strategies  that  are  given  for  reading  poetry. 

• If  your  student  has  a hard  time  getting  started  on  writing  a poem  for  Lesson  2,  the  multimedia  CD 
provides  several  suggestions  for  coming  up  with  ideas.  Review  the  checklist  and  assignment  criteria  with 
your  student  before  he  or  she  creates  the  polished  copy  to  submit  for  assessment. 

• ’’South  African  Adventure”  in  Lesson  3 contains  some  sophisticated  and  complex  expressions;  some 
students  may  need  help  with  the  vocabulary. 

• Assist  your  student  in  practising  the  oral  presentation  for  question  5 of  the  Section  1 Assignment. 

Review  the  checklist  and  assessment  criteria  with  your  student  before  he  or  she  records  the 
presentation  to  submit  for  assessment. 
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Section  2:  Profiles  in  Courage 

Following  are  suggested  ways  you  can  assist  your  student: 

• In  Section  2 students  read  and  respond  to  profiles  of  two  courageous  Canadians — Olympic  speed  skater 
Gaetan  Boucher  and  astronaut  Roberta  Bondar.  As  an  introduction  to  this  section,  have  your  student 
collect  newspaper  and  magazine  articles  about  courageous  acts.  Discuss  the  kinds  of  words  writers 
use  to  describe  these  acts  and  the  people  who  perform  them.  Have  your  student  analyze  the  articles  by 
asking  the  following  questions: 

-Are  there  expressions  used  that  are  common  to  most  of  the  articles? 

-Do  all  the  articles  describe  physical  courage?  Do  some  illustrate  emotional  or  mental  courage? 

-What  values  are  depicted  in  the  different  articles? 

-Would  the  acts  described  still  be  courageous  if  described  from  a different  viewpoint? 

• Have  your  student  sort  the  articles  according  to  the  kinds  of  courage  they  portray  and  then  make  a 
bulletin-board  display. 

• Have  your  student  practise  scanning  for  specific  items  using  newspaper  articles,  TV  guides,  or 
telephone  books. 

• Question  1 of  the  Section  2 Assignment  provides  your  student  with  an  opportunity  to  practise  research 
skills  while  learning  something  about  how  Canada  recognizes  individuals  for  courageous  acts.  The 
Internet  website  that  is  suggested  provides  a great  deal  of  information,  including  frequently  asked 
questions,  which  may  be  of  interest  to  your  student.  If  your  student  does  not  have  access  to  the 
Internet,  he  or  she  can  find  similar  information  in  The  Junior  Encylopedia  of  Canada  (look  under  Medals, 
then  go  to  Medals  of  Bravery)  or  The  Canadian  Encyclopedia  (look  under  Decorations  for  Bravery). 

• The  activities  in  Lessons  2 and  3 lead  up  to  the  writing  of  a profile  in  Lesson  3.  Your  student  may  choose 
a famous  person  whom  he  or  she  finds  interesting  or  admires,  or  someone  from  his  or  her  own  life.  The 
goal  here  is  to  research  the  individual  chosen,  either  through  formal  research  or  through  interviewing, 
and  then  to  use  the  information  collected  to  write  a mini-biography.  It  is  suggested  that  students  use 
the  profiles  of  Gaetan  Boucher  and  Roberta  Bondar  as  models.  Keep  in  mind,  though,  that  these  profiles 
have  been  written  by  professional  writers. 

• Encourage  your  student  to  write  the  profile  on  a computer  if  possible  so  that  it  can  be  edited  and 
revised  more  easily.  Review  the  checklist  and  assignment  criteria  with  your  student  before  he  or  she 
creates  the  polished  copy  to  submit  for  assessment.  It  is  suggested  that  students  work  with  a partner 
at  the  revising  and  editing  stage.  The  writing  partner  should  offer  suggestions  only;  writing  partners 
should  never  “take  over”  the  student’s  writing. 

• In  the  Final  Module  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  2B,  students  will  be  asked  to  select  one  journal 
entry  to  submit  for  assessment.  At  that  time  you  may  assist  your  student  in  selecting  the  journal  entry 
to  submit.  Meanwhile,  keep  in  mind  that  journal  entries  should  reflect  students’  feelings  and  opinions. 
When  revising  and  editing  their  entries,  students  should  organize  the  ideas  into  paragraphs  and  correct 
errors  in  spelling,  punctuation,  grammar,  and  capitalization. 

Remind  your  student  to  contact  the  teacher  if  there  are  any  concerns  about  the  assignments.  Feedback  is 
important  for  the  learning  process.  Although  assessment  helps  measure  progress,  feedback  often  offers 
strategies  for  improvement  before  the  next  assignment.
